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Brief  History  of  Euclid  High  Schools 

In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  Township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.  There  were  six  students  in 
the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and  superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in  1 894. 
Forty-five  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  first  commencement  was 
held  on  May  28,  1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas.  (There 
were  six  graduates  ...  and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.)  That 
year  there  were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported  and  87  cases  of 
whipping,  including  five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  1913.  Of  36  who  bid  on  the 
job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction  of  both 
schools.  Thus  was  born  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to  excite  people 
all  over  town  for  many  years.  The  rivalry  was  a  challenge  to  each  school. 
At  the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were  occupied  by  high  school  classes. 
Although  classes  were  mixed  at  Shore  High,  the  boys  had  to  use  the  Bliss 
Road  (East  222nd  Street)  entrance,  while  the  girls  were  obliged  to  enter 
from  Babbitt  Road. 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with  the 
building  of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.  Euclid  Senior  High 
School  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  1,850  in  grades  10  through  12.  A 
new  history  of  Euclid  public  high  school  experience  was  born.  Peak 
enrollment  in  the  top  three  grades  was  reached  between  1965-75  when 
almost  3,000  students  were  enrolled. 

In  2004,  the  high  school  underwent  a  transformation  into  six  small 
schools  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  Knowledge  Works  Foundation. 
Each  school  has  approximately  350  students,  a  principal,  and  a  counselor. 
There  is  also  a  counselor  who  specializes  in  Career  Technical  and  Post 
Secondary  education  serving  all  schools. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music,  art,  sports  and  in  the  areas  of  science. 
business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general  entries  into  the 
work  force  of  America.

Player  of  the  Year,  one  NAIA  District,  and  one  NAIA  honorable  mention. 
Non-school  awards  include  one  Northeast  Ohio  All  Star,  one  National 
Baseball  Congress  Team  MVP  and  one  received  national,  international  and 
world  recognition  on  the  trampoline. 

On  the  professional  level,  we  have  one  in  the  NFL,  NFL  Europe 
League  and  National  Indoor  Football  League.  Many  of  this  year's 
inductees  are  still  competing  in  various  sports. 

We  thank  you  for  joining  us  in  honoring  these  fine  people  who  have 
given  us  so  many  exciting  hours  on  the  playing  fields  and  floors.

William  "Bill"  Lewin... Euclid  Senior  High  School,  '59 


Bill  Lewin  was  perhaps  the  most  versatile  boys  track  performer  in 
the  history  of  Euclid  athletics.  He  was  a  star  on  teams  for  cross 
country,  indoor  track,  outdoor  track,  and  field  events  for  all  three  of 
his  years  in  senior  high  school.  On  top  of  that  he  played  varsity 
basketball  for  two  years  and  was  probably  the  best  baseball  player  to 
attend  Euclid  never  to  have  played  for  the  Panthers. 

Bill  earned  seven  letters  in  high  school  varsity  athletics.  He  earned 
three  each  on  the  outdoor  track  and  field  and  cross  country  teams 
and  one  as  a  basketball  player  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Jim  Calvert. 
If  indoor  track  had  been  a  varisty  sport  back  then,  he  would  have 
earned  three  more  letters.  Bill  was  also  a  three-year  member  of  the 
Letterman's  Club  and  a  two-year  honoree  in  the  prestigious  National 
Athletic  Scholarship  Society,  an  organization  for  high  school  athletes 
who  excellec  in  the  classroom  as  well  as  in  an  athletics  venue. 

A  performer  on  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Dale  "Tommy"  Thompson's 
Lake  Erie  League  championship  teams  for  three  straight  years,  Bill 
ran  in  the  mile,  two-mile,  and  four-mile  relays;  in  the  440-yard  dash; 
and  in  the  880-yard  and  mile  runs.  If  he  had  any  energy  left,  he 
leaped  in  the  broad  jump.  He  particularly  excelled  in  the  mile  and 
880  events,  placing  among  the  top  three  milers  and  the  top  two  880 
runners  in  the  area  and  finishing  sixth  in  the  880  event  at  the  State 
Meet  when  he  was  a  senior.  He  also  captained  his  cross  country 
team  as  a  senior  and  co-captained  both  the  indoor  and  outdoor  track 
squads  as  a  junior  and  as  a  senior. 


William  "Bill"  Lewin  (cont'd.) 


Bill  won  a  track  scholarship  to  Baldwin- Wallace  College  and 
became  a  member  of  the  cross  country  and  track  teams  there.  While 
at  B-W,  Bill  ran  cross  country  for  four  years  and  indoor  and  outdoor 
track  for  two  years.  After  two  years,  however,  the  track  coach  who 
recruited  him  to  come  to  B-W  entered  the  Peace  Corps.  At  the 
urging  of  some  professional  baseball  scouts,  Bill's  college  athletic 
career  then  took  a  different  turn.  He  got  the  permission  of  legendary 
B-W  Coach  and  Athletic  Director  Lee  Tressel  to  give  college 
baseball  a  try  in  his  final  two  years.  He  then  proceeded  to  become 
his  team's  starting  catcher  right  from  the  start.  In  1963,  his  senior 
year,  Bill  made  the  All-Ohio  Conference  Baseball  Team  and  was 
selected  as  the  B-W  Player  of  the  Year. 

If  Bill  could  have  found  time  when  he  was  in  high  school,  he  almost 
certainly  could  have  lettered  in  varsity  baseball.  In  fact,  during  the 
summers  when  he  was  in  high  school,  Bill  was  the  starting  catcher 
for  the  powerful  Euclid  American  Legion  Post  #343  State  Finalist 
team  and  also  for  the  standout  Gunderson  Builders  Cleveland  Class 
A  team  that  performed  so  superbly  on  Diamond  #  1  in  Euclid. 

After  graduating  from  college  in  1963,  Bill  kept  his  ties  to  athletics 
by  becoming  a  certified  umpire  for  high  school  and  college  baseball 
and  softball.  He  also  became  certified  as  a  high  school  basketball 
referee.    A  senior  underwriter  for  the  Progressive  Insurance 
Company,  Bill  has  remained  a  resident  of  Euclid.

John  Meros„. Euclid  Senior  High  School,  '68 


In  1968,  John  Meros  had  a  dream.  It  was  a  dream  that  still  haunts  him 
today.  In  that  year,  his  senior  year,  John  helped  to  make  Euclid  wrestling 
history. 

The  year  1968  was  the  last  year  that  Euclid  had  as  many  as  two  State 
Wrestling  Finalists.  Steve  Piscopo  wrestled  at  138  lbs,  and  John  at  1 12  lbs. 
Both  young  men  acted  as  co-captains  of  their  team.  Steve  won  his 
championship  match,  but  John's  dream  of  a  state  title  came  to  an  end.  He 
went  to  the  final  seconds  in  his  championship  match  before  losing,  6-2,  to 
the  legendary  three-time  defending  state  champion  Tom  Milkovich  of 
Maple  Heights,  who  never  lost  a  match  as  a  high  school  wrestler  but  almost 
lost  his  first  to  John. 


Although  second  place  had  to  have  been  difficult  for  John,  a  newspaper 
article  that  recorded  that  loss  in  Columbus  noted  that  he  "walked  off  the 
mat  at  St.  John's  Arena  with  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  it  took  a  state 
champion  to  beat  him." 

As  a  high  school  wrestler,  John  won  three  varsity  letters  for  Hall  of  Fame 
Coach  Clarence  Eckert,  performing  as  a  starter  all  three  years  at  either  103 
or  1 12  lbs.  As  a  sophomore  he  placed  fourth  in  the  Sectional,  scored  third 
in  the  District,  and  qualified  and  performed  in  the  State  Tournament, 
reaching  the  quarterfinal  round,  all  at  age  15.  Understandably,  he  was 
selected  as  Euclid's  Outstanding  Sophomore  Wrestler.

His  senior  year's  excellence  culminated  with  his  team's 
State  Championship,  the  second  in  Euclid's  history. 

Joe  won  a  baseball  scholarship  to  the  University  of  Toledo  where  he  played 
and  earned  four  letters  before  earning  his  degree  in  1987. 

OH.  with 
Kim,  his  wife  of  16  years,  and  their  four  children,  a  son,  Matthew,  and 
three  daughters,  Jessica,  Lindsey,  and  Nicole.

James  "Jim"  Mitch... Euclid  Senior  High  School,  '82 


Jim  Mitch  won  five  varsity  letters  in  three  sports  when  he  was  in 
high  school:  one  in  wrestling  (185  lbs.)  as  a  senior  for  Coach  Harry 
King,  one  in  football  (tight  end  and  linebacker)  as  a  junior  for  Coach 
Ron  Seymour,  and  three  in  baseball  (pitcher,  first  base,  third  base) 
for  Hall  of  Famer  Coach  Paul  Serra.  Baseball  was  Jim's  sport, 
however,  and  it  was  on  baseball  diamonds  that  he  rose  to 
prominence. 

By  the  time  that  Jim  graduated  from  high  school  he  had  accumulated 
enough  honors  to  make  a  thick  resume.  In  1980  the  Cleveland  Press 
named  him  Sophomore  of  the  Year.  In  1982,  his  junior  year,  he 
made  the  News-Herald  All- Star  Team  Honorable  Mention  and  the 
Greater  Cleveland  Conference  Second  Team. 

As  a  senior  in  1982  Jim  really  cleaned  up,  earning  12  notable 
achievements  and  a  lifetime  of  wonderful  memories:  Plain  Dealer 
Dream  Team  and  All- Scholastic  Team;  News-Herald  All- Area 
Team;  East- West  All-Star  Team;  All-GCC  First  Team;  All-Ohio 
Team;  11-0  season  pitching  record  and  1.16  season  earned  run 
average;  4-0  State  Tournament  pitching  record;  State  Championship 
title  with  a  team  34-1  record;  and  personal  selection  to  the 
Rawlings  Team  USA  that  toured  England  and  Europe  in  the  summer

The  baseball  achievements  and  honors  kept  coming.  Jim  won  a 
scholarship  to  Kent  State  University  where  he  pitched  for  two  years. 
ranking  as  a  sophomore  fifth  in  the  nation  in  strikeouts.  From  1983- 
1987  he  pitched  in  the  summers  for  the  Lake  County  Lakers,  the  top 
amateur  team  in  the  Cleveland  area  at  the  time.  In  1984  he  was 
selected  to  the  Northeast  Ohio  All-Star  Team  that  played  the  1984 
United  States  Olympic  Team  at  Cleveland  Stadium  and  beat  the 
Olympians,  2-0.  Also  in  1984  he  was  picked  as  the  National 
Baseball  Congress  State  Tournament's  most  valuable  player  as  his 
team  also  won  that  tournament.  The  next  year  Jim  pitched  for  the 
championship  team  of  the  1985  Continental  Amateur  Baseball 
Association  Open  Division  and  earned  "Iron  Man"  fame  for  pitching 
1 7  straight  innings  in  that  CAB  A  Tournament  to  win  both  games  of 
a  doubleheader! 

Jim  has  spent  some  time  coaching  at  Euclid  Central  Middle  School 
and  at  Orange  High  School,  but  now  he  spends  his  coaching  time 
helping  his  four  children  (Tyler,  Kathy,  Laney,  and  Trevor)  in 
various  sports.

Rollie  Skur  had  distinguished  athletic  careers  at  both  the  high  school 
and  college  levels.

Justin  Daugherty... Euclid  High  School,  '91 


Justin  Daugherty  could  have  been  the  poster  boy  for  Ohio's  all- 
around  student-athlete  when  he  graduated  from  high  school  in  1991. 
He  was  a  truly  outstanding  basketball  player  who  won  many  athletic 
honors,  but  he  was  also  a  serious  student  who  parlayed  his  academic 
achievements  into  an  engineering  degree  and  career. 

Justin  played  the  forward  position  and  won  two  letters  in  varsity 
basketball  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Harold  "Doc"  Daugherty  (no 
relation  to  Justin).  Although  he  had  a  fine  junior  season,  it  was  as  a 
senior  that  Justin  really  blossomed  as  a  player,  and  that  year  he  and 
his  teammates  had  an  exciting  run  in  the  Ohio  post-season 
tournament. 

That  1991  team  posted  a  19-4  record  and  won  the  Greater  Cleveland 
Conference,  the  Sectional  and  District  titles,  and  made  it  to  the 
Regional  match-up  in  Akron  against  a  powerful  Toledo  St.  John's 
team  that  ended  Euclid's  run  with  a  last-second  54-53  win. 

The  1990  team  that  Justin  played  on  as  a  junior  had  an  even  better 
over-all  record,  20-3,  but  also  suffered  a  close  loss  in  the  post- 
season, losing  72-70  in  the  District  finals  to  arch-rival  St.  Joseph.

In  his  junior  year  Justin  gave  a  hint  of  what  he  would  become  as  a 
senior  player.  He  made  Honorable  Mention  on  the  News-Herald  and 
Greater  Cleveland  Conference  All-Star  Teams  and  Third  Team  on 
the  Plain  Dealer  All- Star  Team. 

As  a  senior  and  co-captain  of  his  team,  there  was  no  holding  Justin 
back.  His  scoring  and  all-around  team  play  earned  him  many 
honors,  including:  Most  Valuable  Player  by  his  team,  by  the  GCC. 
and  by  the  N-H;  First  Team  by  the  PD  and  Channel  43;  All-Star 
Team  by  the  N-H;  Player  of  the  Week  by  the  PD  and  N-H\  All-State 
Team  by  the  Cleveland  Coaches  Association;  Second  Team  All- 
Ohio;  and  Gold  Certificate  Winner  (for  high  grades)  by  the  Ohio 
Basketball  Coaches  Association. 

Justin  scored  671  points  during  his  two  varsity  years  and  became  the 
19th  leading  scorer  in  Euclid's  history. 

After  high  school  Justin  won  a  scholarship  to  Case  Western  Reserve 
University  where  he  lettered  in  basketball  during  his  freshman  and 
sophomore  years.  He  then  transferred  to  the  University  of  Toledo 
where  he  concentrated  on  his  studies  and  earned  his  B.S.  degree  in 
1997  in  mechanical  engineering.  Justin  is  now  employed  as  a 
product  engineer  at  PCC  Airfoils.  He  still  continues  to  play 
basketball  in  local  recreational  leagues  and  lives  in  Euclid  with  his 
wife  Janeen,  his  son  Drew,  and  his  daughter  Aubree.

Pepe  Pearson... Euclid  High  School,  '94 


Pepe  Pearson  will  always  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  greatest  running  backs  in 
Euclid  football  history.  His  talent  as  a  shifty  and  speedy  runner  for  Coach  Tom 
Banc's  great  teams  of  the  early  1990's  was  so  great  that  he  saw  limited  action  even 
as  a  9th  grader  when  he  carried  the  ball  46  times  for  282  yards,  achieving  a  6.1  yard 
per  carry  average,  and  scoring  four  touchdowns. 

A  starter  as  a  sophomore,  as  he  would  be  for  the  rest  of  his  high  school  career, 
Pepe  burst  onto  the  Ohio  high  school  Friday  night  football  scene  by  rushing  for 
1363  yards  in  137  attempts  and  an  astounding  9.9  yards  per  carry  average  on  his 
way  to  15  TD's.  Pepe's  longest  run  from  scrimmage  as  a  10th  grader  was  for  85 
yards. 

In  1 1th  grade  Pepe  no  longer  surprised  opponents.  He  was  a  marked  man,  and 
even  so  he  was  used  as  a  runner  more  times  than  in  the  previous  season.  He 
responded  with  1384  yards  in  187  carries  and  a  7.4  yards  per  carry  average  and  13 
TD's.  Despite  the  attention  from  opposing  defenses,  Pepe  still  was  a  long-range 
threat,  springing  an  81 -yard  run  as  his  longest  effort  that  season. 

As  a  senior  Pepe  established  some  personal  records.  He  captained  the  football 
team  and  rushed  for  1418  yards  in  187  attempts  for  a  7.6  yards  per  carry  average 
and  16  TD's.  Once  again  he  was  a  threat  from  anywhere  on  the  field,  breaking 
loose  for  a  season-longest  87-yard  run  among  many  long  runs  that  season. 

Pepe  was  not  used  too  often  in  Euclid's  limited  passing  attack,  but  over  his  career 
he  threw  three  passes  and  completed  one  for  22  yards  (one  was  intercepted).  As  a 
receiver  he  caught  20  passes  for  204  yards.  One  54-yard  TD  reception  in  his 
junior  year  was  the  longest  reception  of  his  career.

In  his  four-year  high  school  career,  Pepe  accumulated  4673  total  yards  (4447  of 
them  by  rushing)  and  scored  49  TD's.  He  averaged  8.0  yards  each  time  he  was 
handed  the  ball  to  run.  In  the  record  book  for  Euclid  football,  Pepe  ranks  as  #2  in 
total  offense  yards  and  rushing  yards  behind  Hall  of  Famer  Robert  Smith  and  #3  in 
TD's  behind  Tony  Fisher  and  Robert. 

Pepe  was  not  used  very  much  as  a  kick  returner  except  in  his  senior  year  when  he 
fielded  six  punts  and  two  kickoffs,  none  of  which  resulted  in  any  TD's. 
Opponents  were  very  careful  not  to  kick  to  Pepe  if  at  all  possible. 

Pepe  was  also  an  outstanding  track  performer,  acting  as  a  senior  captain  of  the 
track  team  and  running  as  a  sprinter  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Ramlow  for  four 
years,  once  qualifying  for  the  State  Track  Meet. 

Awards  came  Pepe's  way  following  his  senior  season.  He  earned  many  honors, 
including  being  named  to  the  All-Greater  Cleveland  Conference  Team  ,  All- 
Scholastic  Team,  as  Northeast  Ohio  Player  of  the  Year,  as  High  School  Ail- 
American,  and  to  the  All-Ohio  First  Team. 

Ohio  State  University,  among  many  Division  I  colleges,  courted  Pepe  with  a 
football  scholarship,  and  like  Euclid's  Robert  Smith  before  him,  Pepe  went  to 
Columbus  to  perform  for  the  Buckeyes.  Four  years  later,  when  he  graduated  from 
in  1998  with  a  degree  in  sociology,  Pepe  had  become  the  fifth  leading  rusher  in 
OSU's  fabled  gridiron  history.  One  of  his  many  highlights  was  starting  for  the  11- 
1  OSU  team  in  the  1996  Rose  Bowl  that  came  back  to  win  a  thrilling  come-from- 
behind  victory  over  Arizona  State,  20-17. 

Pepe  gave  professional  football  a  try  after  graduation  and  spent  some  time  with  the 
Chicago  Bears  and  the  Pittsburgh  Steelers.  He  also  played  for  two  years  in  the 
NFL  Europe  League,  scoring  the  game-winning  TD  for  the  2001  World  Bowl 
Champions,  the  Rhein  Fire.  In  the  2005  season  Pepe  played  for  the  first  time  in 
the  National  Indoor  Football  League,  performing  as  a  running  back  in  nine  games 
for  the  Dayton  Firebirds  before  moving  up  to  become  the  head  coach  of  the 
league's  Daytona  Beach  Hawgs,  the  second-youngest  coach  in  the  NIFL.  After 
the  indoor  season  ended,  Pepe  returned  to  his  other  job  as  a  running  backs  coach  at 
Ohio  Dominican  University  in  Columbus. 

Pepe  currently  lives  in  Blacklick,  OH,  with  his  wife  Mary  and  their  two  sons 
London  and  Roman  and  their  daughter  Mychal.

Ronald  "Ron"  Smith... Lifetime  Achievement  in 

Athletics 

Euclid  Senior  High  School,  '74 


Ron  Smith  fell  in  love  with  gymnastics  during  his  sophomore  year  at 
Euclid  High  School.  Coach  Bill  Copp,  a  national  and  world  trampoline 
champion,  presented  an  assembly  program  at  Euclid  Senior  high  School 
that  featured  the  Kent  State  University  Gymnastics  Team  and  Paul  Luxon, 
the  reigning  World  Trampoline  Champion.  That  show  changed  Ron's  life 
forever. 

Ron  began  trampoline  training  with  Coach  Copp  at  the  Andrews  School  in 
Willoughby.  During  his  high  school  years,  Hall  of  Fame  Basketball  Coach 
"Doc"  Daugherty  and  Coach  Howard  Reminick  allowed  Ron  to  set  up  a 
trampoline  between  the  two  basketball  courts  so  that  he  could  train  during 
basketball  practice,  an  act  of  kindness  for  which  Ron  is  forever  grateful. 

The  training  paid  off.  During  his  junior  year  Ron  won  a  Bronze  Medal  at 
the  National  Trampoline  Championships.  In  1974,  Ron's  senior  year  at 
Euclid,  Ron  won  the  National  Championship,  making  him  eligible  to 
become  a  member  of  the  United  States  Trampoline  Team.  Ron  competed, 
representing  the  United  States  at  the  World  Championships  in  San  Mateo, 
CA,  and  won  a  silver  medal  for  his  age  group.

Ronald  "Ron"  Smith  (cont'd.) 

As  a  competitor  Ron  continued  to  dazzle,  being  a  member  of  the  three 
USA  Teams  that  won  World  Championships  and  becoming  a  three-time 
National  Synchronized  Trampoline  Champion.  Ron  moved  to  Mobile.  AL, 
in  1974  to  attend  the  University  of  South  Alabama  and  also  to  accept  a 
coaching  position  there.  He  continued  to  compete  and  represented  the 
USA  at  the  International  Gymnastrada  (Berlin,  1975)  and  on  the  three 
world  championships  won  by  the  USA  team  in  1976,  1978,  and  1980. 

Ron  continued  on  with  his  coaching  in  Mobile  where  his  team  began 
winning  at  the  national  level,  capturing  the  National  Trampoline 
Championships  in  1984,  1985,  1986,  and  1987. 

In  1986  Ron  was  appointed  as  the  USA  Team  Coach  and  traveled  to  Paris. 
France,  for  the  World  Championships,  then  to  Prague,  Czechoslovakia  for 
the  Friendship  Cup  Championship,  and  finally  to  Brazil  for  the  Pan 
American  Championships. 

Ron's  appetite  to  compete  as  an  individual  performer  was  reawakened,  and 
he  returned  to  personal  competition  in  1997,  23  years  after  high  school 
graduation,  to  win  the  National  Championship  in  the  Masters  Division  at 
the  Wide  World  of  Sports  in  Orlando,  FL. 

Ron  began  his  high  school  teaching  career  in  1988  as  the  Gymnastics 
Specialist  in  the  Physical  Education  Department  at  LeFlore  High  School  in 
Mobile,  where  he  still  works  today.  He  also  works  as  a  trampoline  and 
tumbling  instructor  for  the  City  of  Mobile  Recreation  Department.  He  has 
also  been  a  judge  at  national  and  international  events. 

Married  to  Marisa,  an  interior  designer,  Ron  and  she  live  in  Mobile  and  are 
the  parents  of  two  boys,  Caris,  age  7,  and  Garrett  age  6.  both  of  whom  Ron 
predicts  "may  become  champions  one  day  themselves.,  .all  because  of 
Coaches  Hal  'Doc'  Daugherty  and  Howard  Reminick.!"

Edward  L.  "Bud"  Davison... Honorary 


Bud  Davison  was  affectionately  known  in  Euclid  as  "Mr.  Pony 
League."  A  50-year  resident  of  Euclid  (he  originally  came  from  Mt. 
Savage,  MD),  Bud  was  Commissioner  of  the  Euclid  Pony  League  for 
35  years,  from  its  founding  in  1952  until  his  death  at  the  age  of  79  in 
1987.  The  Pony  League  was  established  for  boys  in  the  13-14  year- 
old  age  group. 

The  guiding  principle  of  the  Euclid  Pony  League  program,  according 
to  Bud,  was  to  teach  "fair  play,  good  sportsmanship,  firm  moral 
ideals,  and  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  great  American  game  of 
baseball." 

Bud  had  a  great  passion  for  baseball  and  a  genuine  love  for  children. 
He  was  always  at  the  games.  Visiting  all  the  fields  where  the  boys 
played  was  his  favorite  pursuit.  He  was  a  well  recognized  and  loved 
figure  in  Euclid  baseball  for  35  years. 

Because  of  Bud's  involvement,  boys  from  the  Pony  League 
developed  their  skills  and  became  the  raw  material  for  the  Euclid 
Senior  High  School  powerhouse  teams  that  won  State 
Championships  in  1962  and  1982  and  were  State  contenders  many 
times.

Edward  L.  "Bud"  Davison  (cont'd,) 

Bud  had  a  dream,  however,  that  he  did  not  live  to  see  become  a  reality. 
After  he  died,  the  Pony  League  received  its  own  field,  something  that  Bud 
had  long  hoped  for.  It  was  named  Bud  Davison  Field  in  his  honor,  and 
today  young  players  continue  to  perform  there  and  learn  the  fundamentals 
of  the  great  game  of  baseball. 


In  his  lifetime  Bud  received  a  number  of  awards  for  civic  involvement  in 
Euclid:  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Service  Award  in  1956,  the  Euclid 
Veterans  Club  Award  as  Euclid's  Outstanding  Citizen  in  1964,  the  Euclid 
American  Legion  Post  #343  Award  Outstanding  Citizen  Award  in  1967, 
and  the  Joe  E.  Brown  Memorial  Award,  the  highest  boys  baseball  award 
given  by  the  National  Boys  Baseball  Association  in  1977. 

Bud  had  involvement  in  other  Euclid  youth  baseball  leagues  as  well, 
including  acting  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Euclid  Colt  League  and  Vice 
President  of  the  Euclid  Little  League. 

Although  baseball,  next  to  his  wife  and  daughter,  was  the  love  of  his  life. 
Bud  also  spent  his  day  time  working  hours  as  an  employee  of  the  City  of 
Euclid,  for  17  years  as  a  zoning  inspector  and  1 1  years  as  a  sidewalk 
inspector  in  the  Engineering  Department. 

President  of  both  the  Euclid  Fraternal  Order  of  Police  for  eight  years  and 
the  Mary  Mavec  Opportunity  School  for  two  years,  Bud  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Euclid  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Euclid  Optimist 
Club. 

In  his  off-hours  Bud  also  liked  to  play  golf,  but  he  still  found  time  to  fund- 
raise  for  the  establishment  of  the  Euclid  YMCA  and  the  Euclid  Glenville 
Hospital. 

Bud  was  married  to  his  wife  Henera,  affectionately  known  as  "Bobby.**  for 
over  45  years.  She  survived  Bud  by  one  year  before  passing  away  in  1988. 
She  was  very  supportive  of  his  dedication  to  the  Pony  League,  even  going 
so  far  as  to  serve  as  treasurer  for  some  seasons.  Together  they  had  a 
daughter  Pamela  who  provided  them  with  three  grandchildren.  Vince. 
Brian,  and  Lisa.  Now  there  are  three  great  granddaughters,  who.  according 
to  their  parents,  share  Bud's  love  for  the  great  game  of  baseball.

Categories  and  Qualifications  for  Nominees 

There  shall  be  four  (4)  categories  of  nominees  eligible: 

A.  Athlete: 

An  athlete's  class  must  have  graduated  at  least  ten  (10)  years  prior  to 
selection. 

B.  Coach/Athletic  Administrator: 

1 .  A  coach  or  athletic  administrator  must  have  served  on  the  staff 
of  Euclid  Schools. 

2.  A  coach  or  athletic  administrator  must  have  retired  from  his/her 
position  or  left  the  school. 

C.  Honorary: 

An  honorary  nominee  must  have  made  a  significant  impact  on  the 
Euclid  High  School's  sports  programs  and  would  not  otherwise 
qualify  as  an  athlete  or  as  a  coach  or  athletic  administrator  or 
lifetime  achievement  in  athletics. 

D.  Criteria: 

1 .  Varsity  level  of  competition  (including  Girls  Athletic  Club  and 
Girls  Athletic  Association) 

2.  Leadership 

3 .  Impact  on  athletic  program 

4.  All-Scholastic 

5.  All-Ohio  or  State  Champion 

6.  State  or  National  record  holder 

7.  All-Star  Team 

8.  School  record  holder,  etc. 

9.  Postgraduate  image 

10.  Outstanding  postgraduate  sports  achievements 

E.  Lifetime  Achievement  in  Athletics 

1 .  A  nominee  must  be  from  a  class  which  has  graduated  at  least  1 0 
years  prior  to  selection. 

2.  A  nominee  must  have  made  a  significant  impact  in  the  field  of 
athletics  as  a  postgraduate  of  his  or  her  Euclid  High  School. 

3 .  A  nominee  may  not  otherwise  qualify  in  another  category  for 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  selection.
